Theta Chi Fraternity was found 
by Frederick N. Freeman and 
Arthur Chase at Norwich Univers- 
ity in Vermont on April 10, 185G.

Of the 75 national fraternities 
,n existence today, only 19 are 
older, and only 7 have larger 

apter rolls than Theta Chi. It 
has approximately 40,000 living 
members, all affirming allegiance 
to the standards of true friend- 
ship, teaching of truth, temperance, 
tolerance, virtue, and a helping 
band to all who seek it. 

Theta Chi was one of the first 
fraternities to set up a definite 
series of objectives. Theta Chi's 
far-flung: group of chapters has 
generally remained above the all- 
men's average in scholarship. For 
many years in the last 30, since 
i migrative records have been 
available, Theta Chi has ranked 
first in scholarship among nation- 
al fraternities established prior to 
1890 and among fraternities hav- 
ing fifty or more chapters. 

In 1042, Beta Kappa Fraternity 
merged with Theta Chi. Beta Kap- 
pa was founded in 1901, and the 
r brought to Theta Chi 17 
new active chapters and approxi- 
mately 6,000 new active and alum- 
ni members. 

Theta Chi is known as the 
"Fraternity of Deans," there being 
no fewer than 26 Theta Chi deans 
in leading universities. It is the 
Fraternity to institute Moth- 
er's Day as an official fraternity 
calendar event. 

Its creed expresses belief in the 
primacy of Alma Mater, in its in- 
fluence and its accomplishments, 
and to perpetuate its ideals, there- 
by serving God, country, and fel- 
low-man. 
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THETA CHI fraternity men who will be initiated tomorrow after- 
noon are pictured above, along with the fraternity officers and 
pledges. The chapter will be Epsilon Alpha and the 116th chapter 
of the national fraternity. Installation of this chapter will make 
a total of six national fraternities and no locals on the High Point 
College campus.

prove her "colloquial" French. 
Madame Elise, the proprietor of 
the hotel (Bronna Deaton), ex- 
plains to the girls that the big 
bed in their room is historic be- 
cause Cardinal Richlieu once slept 
in it. The fact that the great 
French statesman had slept in it 
evidently had no effect on the 
bed-bugs who inhabited it. Cor- 
nelia awoke itching and swollen 
only to realize that the boys they 
had met on the ship were coming 
to take them to lunch that day.

Panthers Defeat Quakers F<r 
First Conference Victory 88-7J

The Purple Panthers rolled to a slow-moving edge over Guilford! 
College last night to defeat the Quakers in a 88-;'.' North Stat Confer-| 
ence victory. After an average of 104 points per game, the tc al score 
set back the overall average. 

A close game all the way. bad passing hampered the HPC < 
and an excessive number of fouls prevented a higher score for the 
Panther five. Guilford's Lance, a fast guard, continually slov d down 
Panther action by stealing the ball. 
After a see-saw first half which 
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found the score much closer than 
the second half, the end of the first 
half found the HPC team with a 
42-41 lead. After a hook shot by 
J. C. Bledsoe, the Panthers took 
their biggest lead of the night at 
71-59, the highest margin in the 
game. Bill Huegele was high man 
for the Panthers with 16 points, 
seven field goals and two foul 
shots. Atkins of Guilford was high 
man for the night with 24 points.

FOREIGN STUDY 
OPEN TO HPC 
STUDENTS 

Summer study at British uni- 
versities is open to American stu- 
dents in 1955, according to an an- 
nouncement made today by Ken- 
neth Holland, President of the In- 
stitute of International Education, 
1 East 67th Street, New York City. 

Six-week courses will be offered 
at Oxford, at Straford-upon-Avon, 
and at the capital cities of London 
and Edinburgh. 

A limited number of scholarships 
is available. Award and admission 
application froms may be secured 
from the Institute of International 
Education in New York or any of 
its regional offices. Completed ap- 
plications should be returned to 
the Institute in New York by 
March 28, 1955. A limited number 
of steamship passages on Cunard 
ships are reserved for successful 
candidates. 

British Universities have com- 
bined annually since 1948 to or- 
ganize a special program of sum- 
mer schools. Courses are planned 
to serve the needs of well-quali- 
fied undergraduates in their jun- 
ior or senior years or of postgrad- 
uate students. In the past partici- 
pants have come from fifteen to 
twenty-five different countries. 
Although two-thirds of the stu- 
dents at previous sessions have 
come from English-speaking coun- 
tries, the opportunity to live in a 
university community with fellow 
students of similar interests from 
many nations has become a feature 
of the courses. The courses attract 
those ranging in age from 20 to 
50. Interests vary from those of 
the teacher and professional to 
those of the scientist and business 
man. 

The Edinburgh School, arrang- 
ed jointly by the Scottish Univers- 
ities, will have an historical theme, 
tracing the development of mod- 
ern western civilization. In Lon- 
don the galleries, museums, rec- 
ords, and buildings serve as special 
source material for a study of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centur- 
ies. The course at Stratford-upon- 
Avon focuses on the literary and 
theatrical aspects of Shakespear- 
ean and Elizabethan drama. Con- 
temporary politics and literature 
are studied under widely known 
lecturers and tutors at Oxford.

Polio Rate Rises In 
College-Age Adults; 
Vaccine Offers Hope 

The chances of college-age 
Americans contracting polio are 
greater today than ever before, 
but a trial polio vaccine — develop- 
ed through research, much of it 
in college laboratories — offers a 
bright ray of hope for the future. 

Over the past 10 years the "in- 
fantile" part of infantile paraly- 
sis has become a misnomer, ac- 
cording to Basil O'Connor, presi- 
dent of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis. 

"The truth is," Mr. O'Connor 
revealed, "that in a single decade 
the ration of polio patients over 
19 has nearly doubled." 

This increase is even more mean- 
ingful because adults, when strick- 
en, are more likely to have the 
more serious and incapacitating 
forms of polio, he said. But the 
grim statistics are tempered by 
the growing possibility of the 
eradication of the paralytic disease. 

"Today's great hope for an ef- 
fective polio vaccine comes as a 
result of 17 years of relentless 
scientific research, performed 
largely at our nation's colleges and 
universities backed by March of 
Dimes funds." 

The end-product of this long 
chain of research, Mr. O'Connor 
pointed out, has been trial polio 
vaccine. Developed by Dr. Jonas 
E. Salk at the University of Pitts- 
burgh, the vaccine was put to an 
exhaustive test this past summer 
in a scientific study involving 
1,830,000 children. 

Results of the trial are now be-

VETERAN'S LOANS 
EXPECTED TO GO 
TO ALL-TIME HIGH 

GI loans are expected to reach 
an all-time peak in the year, 1955, 
according to a prediction by Thom- 
as J. Sweeney, acting head of the 
Veterans Administration loan 
guaranty program. 

In an address to a meeting of 
the National Association of Home 
Builders in Chicago, the VA of- 
ficial estimated that the volume 
of GI loans in the current year 
would exceed the record total set 
in 1954 by about seven and a half 
percent. 

Indications are, he said, that 
about 4.3 billion dollars will be 
ear-marked by private lenders for 
the needs of veteran homebuyers. 
This would be the largest amount 
ever channeled into the veteran 
home-buying market by lenders in 
a single year. 

The speaker qualified his pre- 
dictions are laid. 

His estimate was that an ag- 
gregate of about 20 billion dollars 
will be available to lenders for 
financing new private dwelling 
units. Of that sum, VA figures 
that more than 20 per cent will be 
employed in GI loans. 

Mr. Sweeney promised his hear- 
ers that VA will do all in its power 
to streamline it's loan guaranty 
program further during the com- 
ing year and believes it will be 
able to render relatively speedy 
service in handling the guaranty.

Among the seven new members 
of the faculty of High Point Col- 
lege is Dr. L. M. Hayes. Dr. Hayes 
is a native Marshfield, Massachu- 
cetts where he was born in 1906.

His 
degrees, other than mentioned, in- 
clude S.T.B. and Ph.D. which he 
received in 1954. 

Currently, he is a major in the 
army reserve. 

His wife, the former Miss Mary 
Eunice Walker of Durham, N. C, 
and he are making final arrange- 
ments for their stay in High Point. 



Registration for the second term of the 1954-1955 
school year appears to be breaking the all-time record num- 
ber of students which was set first semester. To date, 827 
students have complete registration. 

By the official end of registration, February 11, the 
number of students will probably be between 850 and 875, 
at least a 10 student increase over last semester's 854, N. P. 
Yarborough, registrar announced. 

Twelve students were not per- 
mitted to re-register because of in- 
sufficient grades. That is, they did 
not pass nine semester hours of 
work and therefore do not qualify 
for reinstatement as bona fide stu- 
dents at this college. 

Nine seniors graduated, making 
a total of 21 students who are not 
returning. 

A considerable number of people 
have not completed registration be- 
cause they have financial prob- 
lems which take time to work out 
with the college adminstration. 
These include various types such 
as scholarships, working agree- 
ments between student and the 
financial department, and veter- 
ans who attend college on the G.I. 
Bill of Rights. 

The final total is expected to 
be compiled on or before February 
12, 1955.

High Point College enrolled 854 
students in the first semester of the 1954-55 school year and 
from all indications, that all-time record will be passed this 
semester.

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Women, All About ? Em

The newly discovered element, 
104, called woman, is a member 
of the human family and has been 
assigned the symbol Wo. The ac- 
cepted atomic weight is 120, al- 
though a number of isotopes have 
been identified having a number 
of weights, ranging from 95 to 
400. 

OCCURRENCES: It is abundant 
in nature and is found in both the 
free and combined states, usually 
associated with men. That found 
in one's own locality is much pre- 
ferred. 

PHYSICAL PROPERTIES: A 
number of allotropic forms have 
been observed, their density, trans- 
parency, hardness, color, and boil- 
ing points varing within wide 
limits. The color exhibited by many 
specimens is a surface phenomenon 
and is usually due to closely ad- 
hering powder. It has been found 
that an unpolished specimen tends 
to turn green in the presence of 
a highly polished one.

Many 
naturally occurring varieties are 
highly magnetic. In general this 
magnetism varies inversely with 
the cube of the age. Some varieties 
tend to form Anne-ions, others 
Cat-ions. Their ionic migrations 
vary widely. All varieties exhibit 
great affinity for Ag. An, Pt, and 
for precious stones in both chain 
and ring structure. The valence 
toward these substances is high.

It is useful as a 
tonic in the alleviation of suffering, 
sickness, low spirits, etc. It is a 
very efficient cleansing agent and 
is used to equalize the distribution 
of wealth.

ing evaluated in a tremedous sta- 
tistical operation directed by Dr. 
Thomas Francis, Jr. and his staff 
at the University of Michigan. 
Their findings will be ready this 
spring. 

"If the vaccine is found to be 
effective and is licensed," Mr. 
O'Connor said, "it will be offered 
at no charge for the product to 
some of the nation's most suscept- 
ible groups for immediate use." 

The National Foundation, Mr. 
O'Connor said, will spend $9,000,- 
000 to purchase enough vaccine for 
all children throughout the U. S. 
who took part in the 1954 vaccine 
field trials but did not receive vac- 
cine, all children enrolled in the 
first grade of public, private and 
parochial schools in the United 
States in the spring of 1955 (es- 
timated at 4,825,000 children) and 
all women who are pregnant for 
12 weeks or more in the period 
from April 1 through Sept. 30, 
1955. This will be used only if the 
vaccine is licensed. 

Even with an effective vaccine, 
Mr. O'Connor went on, it will be 
several years before the majority 
of our population can be inoculated 
so that the incidence of polio can 
be sharply cut. 

This research, while pointing the 
way to victory over polio, also has 
given scientists clues to the con- 
quest of other diseases, especially 
those caused by viruses. Mr. O'- 
Connor believes that the record of 
accomplishment of American 
scientists, backed financially by 
the American people through the 
.March of Dimes, demonstrates the 
partnership between scientists and 
public that has resulted in new 
hope for the conquest of polio and 
other diseases.

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Nominations For 1 955 
SGA Officers Are Open 
For Two Week Period 

Nominations for officers of the 1955-56 Student Gov- 
ernment Association officers have been formally opened, 
according to David Abernathy, SGA president. The period 
for nominating candidates for the four offices opened last 
Wednesday, March 2 and will close March 16. Any person 
or organization wishing to nominate a student for the office 
of president, vice-president, secretary or treasurer of the 
SGA must write the name of the nominee on a piece of pap- 
er, sign their name, and hand it to Pat Martin, SGA secre- 
tary or place it in the suggestion box in the foyer of Roberts 
Hall. 

According to the regulations for 
elections in the recently passed 
SGA constitution, these rules must 
be followed before a person is 
properly nominated. This new sys- 
tem of nominations replaces the 
verbal nominations during assem- 
bly programs. The rules governing 
the elections are found in Article 
6, Section 3. The president must 
come from the rising junior class, 
the vice-president from the rising 
junior class, and the secretary and 
the treasurer must come from 
either the rising junior or senior 
class. Any nominee, to be eligible 
as a candidate, must have a 'C 
average to qualify. 

All candidates for office will 
make a short campaign speech in 
the March 23 assembly program. 
In addition to the candidates nom- 
inated by members of the student 
body, the SGA will nominate a 
slate of officers to be presented at 
the same assembly on March 23. 

Campaigns for these candidates 
will begin Wednesday, March 23, 
the same day as the campaign 
speeches, and elections will' be held 
the following Monday and Tues- 
day, March 28-29, in the Student 
Center. All voting will be done 
with the official voting machine 
that is used in city elections. In 
case of a runoff election, the vot- 
ing will be held Thursday and 
day, March 31, April 1 to deter- 
mine the winner. 

After these elections have been 
completed, the Student Legislature 
and the Judiciary Council will be 
set up. All organizations which will 
have representatives either of 
these branches must elect their 
delegates no later than April 22.

DR. EDDY TELLS 
OF EXPERIENCES 
AND INFLUENCES 

Dr. Sherwood Eddy, famous lect- 
urer, spoke in assembly Wednes- 
day, March 2. Introduced by Dr. 
Rozelle as "a servant of Christ 
throughout the world for fifty 
years." Dr. Eddy first told of some 
of the people who had influenced 
his life. One of those was Moody, 
of whom Dr. Eddy said, "Before 
he had spoken fifteen minutes the 
spirit of God began to creep into 1 1 
my selfish, hard heart." 

Another person who had a great 
influence on his life was Stag, a 
great athlete of his time. He had 
in his room a stock of baseballs, 
each a souvenir of some great 
game that he had played. In one 
particularly hard game Stag re- 
called that he had to win the game 
practically single-handed: "I pray- 
ed every ball I pitched, that game," 
he said. He prayed everything he 
did, and Yale was on a higher 
moral ground for the next 20 years 
because of him. 

Dr. Eddy said, "There is too 
much strife in the world-strife be- 
tween rich and poor, strife in race, 
strife between capitol and labor, 
strife between nations." He point- 
ed out that there is something 
wrong with our justice. "The rich 
are still robbing the poor, just as 
they were in the time of Amos the 
prophet, many years ago." Another 
thing he pointed out was the lack 
of brotherhood in the world. He 
said he was disappointed in the 
way the South was carrying out 
the decision of the Supreme Court. 
"There are two ways to be in this 
world, self-centered or God-cen- 
tered, he went on to say. "The joy 
of the Lord is the beginning of 
life," he concluded. 

Dr. Eddy was in the faculty 
lounge at 4 o'clock for conferences 
and autographed copies of his bio- 
graphy at that time.

THE END OF THE BASKETBALL SEASON 

Basketball is over for the Purple Panthers for the 1954-55 season. 
It has been a rough road for the Panthers, the coach, and the fans 
alike. We have witnessed some closely contested games, some sorry 
referred games, and incidently, a few well referred games. At times 
the Panthers looked like would-be champions and at other times they 
were cooler than the proverbial cucumber. 

The High Point five wound up the conference season with five 
wins and eleven losses to place sixth in the season standings and 
they went into the tournament seeded against East Carolina. Tourna- 
ment games included, we had a final conference record of six wins and 
12 losses. 

This year's team was not the best that has ever been at HPC, and, 
on the other hand, it was not the worst. To hear some of the die-hard 
students after the tournament, you would think it was the worst. The 
team did not get destructive criticism from those students, but the 
coach did. One student said that the coach took Huegele out just when 
he was getting 'hot' in the ACC game. For that student's information, 
Huegele got only three points, so how could he be 'hot'? He was try- 
ing to win the game and to please the students, but because the team 
lost, he had to be given the blame by those students. In my estimation 
this does not come out to be school spirit. 

One professor said wisely, following the game, that if we had 
beaten ACC and had lost to Lenoir Rhyne, the coach would have been 
critized, and had we beaten Lenoir Rhyne and gone to the N.A.I. A. 
tourney and lost, the coach would receive the same. It seems that the 
only way out for a coach is to beat everyone in the USA, and I ven- 
ture to say than even then some would not be satisfied. 

LOW SCORING GAMES ARE LOSING GAMES 

The game with Atlantic Christian was just not the Panther's night. 
In the first half we took 41 shots and hit 17 for 41 < /<. In the second 
half we took 42 shots and made 12 for 29<7< ■■. For the entire game we 
took 83 shots, hit 29 for 35'/<. Let me ask, how many games can a 
team win with a total of 69 points? 

FROM SCRATCH' TO STEADY IMPROVEMENT 

Coach Yow came to High Point College and started from scratch 
We improved 100 r r this year over last year. Last year we won three 
conference games and did not even go to the tournament. This year 
we won five conference games and went to the tourney and won a 
game there. This year we won 13 games and lost 16. Last year we won 
only six games out of the entire season while dropping 24. Let me 
ask you again, is that improvement or not? 

Next year I predict an even better team because I know that 
Coach Yow will not 'twiddle' his thumbs between now and next season. 

THE NORTH STATE TOURNAMENT IN YEARS PAST 

Atlantic Christian won the conference crown this year, but have 
you ever wondered how many they have won before. The answer is 
none. Their coach, Jack McComas went there four years ago and 
started coaching a handful of losers. He has been building for four 
years, enrolling a few big men and putting his knowledge of basket- 
ball to work. This year ACC finally produced. Coach Yow will do the 
same if he is given enough time. One cannot build a team over night! 
High Point College holds the record of consecutive wins in a single 
season, and Coach Yow was the coach then. He won 21 straight vic- 
tories and took the crown in the tournament. Only one other team 
has ever taken the tourney crown after winding up on top of the reg. 
ular season standings, and that was ECC. Even they did not have 21 
straight wins! 

As of the games played through February 19 in the N.A.I.A. 
standings, HPC ranks 14th with an 85.6 average par game. Only one 
other team in the North State Conference is listed, and that is Lenoir 
Rhyne with a 90.7 per game average. We weren't left out of every- 
thing. 

In the past four basketball seasons that I've been at HPC we 
have beaten East Carolina only twice out of twelve gmes. Both wins 
were in the tournament which is the counting factor. 

NOISE AT THE TOURNAMENT 

In comparison to the other colleges represented at Lexington I 
think HPC set the largest and loudest fans of all. This is good and 
should be continued, but let's all go to yell, and not to coach at the 
same time. A team coached by 850 students makes it hard for the 
team to understand.

The music department offers 
courses which are designed for stu- 
dents who wish to spend the major 
part of his time in the study of 
music with emphasis on voice, 
piano, organ, band, orchestral in- 
struments or public school music. 
It also offers courses which may 
serve as electives for the student 
who wishes to study music for its 
cultural benefits only. 

The Memorial Building, occu- 
pied in the spring of 1954, houses 
a reception room, a combination 
auditorium-chapel and adequate 
facilities for all of the work in 
music and dramatics. It is equip- 
ped with Steinway grand pianos 
for concerts and the work in music. 

VOICE AND CHOIR 

The A Cappella Choir plays an 
important part of the total college 
program. Besides singing every 
week in chapel programs, the choir 
is in demand by Methodist church- 
es for Sunday services and other 
functions. It makes numerous ap- 
pearances at church conferences. 
The highlight of the choir is the 
concert tour which it makes each 
spring. 

The men's and women's glee 
clubs are non-credit organizations 
which meet once a week to sing 
music of all types. These clubs 
are on call for local performances 
for churches and civic groups. 

The concert band occupies an 
important place in the life of the 
college, providing music for many 
events throughout the school year. 
Formal concerts are given from 
time to time. 

The High Point Symphony Or- 
chestra holds its rehearsals at the 
college and is directed by Dr. 
Lewis. It is made up of college 
students and people in the com- 
munity of High Point.

tions on the campus, began his 
musical studies at the University 
of North Carolina where he stu- 
died voice and choral directing. 
After obtaining his master's de- 
gree from the University, he spent 
a year as a Fulbright scholar in 
Paris, France. Mr. Cox has ap- 
peared as tenor soloist in High 
Point on various occasions. He has 
presented several recitals for the 
Musical Art Club and community 
of High Point. For the past two 
years he has -been the tenor soloist 
for Messiah, which is presented 
each year by the Community Chor- 
us of High Point. For the past 
two summers Mr. Cox has played 
the part of a pioneer and cherokee 
singer in Kermit Hunter's "Horn 
in the West" in Boone, N. C. Be- 
sides singing in the play, he was 
assistant director of the chorus. 

MISS FIELDS 

Miss Fields, instructor of piano, 
organ and theory courses at High 
Point College, has music degrees 
from the American Conservatory 
of Music, Hayes State College, and 
University of Michigan. Miss 
Fields is known in High Point for 
her appearances as accompanist 
for soloists, choir, ensemble groups, 
' etc. She has been asked at various 
times to judge contests in piano 
in which high school students com- 
pete for music scholarships. 

DR. LEWIS 

Dr. Lewis, head of the music 
department, is the director of the 
college concert band and High 
Point Symphony Orchestra. He 
also teaches private instrumental 
lessons and music education 
courses. Dr. Lewis received de- 
grees in music at the Ithaca Con- 
servatory of Music, Oberlin Con- 
servatory of Music, Ohio State 
University, and Stanford Univer- 



sity. He is well known in High 
Point for his music compositions. 
He has written a number of com- 
positions especially for the A 
Cappella Choir, Girl's Chorus, and 
Concert Band of High Point Col- 
lege. He has just recently written 
four humerous things to be pre- 
sented by the Concert Band. They 
consist of two tuba solos with band 
accompaniment, one drum solo and 
one full band number. Dr. Lewis 
has for three years been called on 
to judge contests which consist of 
high school choral groups singing 
for ratings. 

RECORD COLLECTION 

The Music Department has an 
extensive collection of records 
which may be checked out for use 
in or outside the music building. 
The record collection represents 
all types of music from medieval 
church music to contemporary 
composers. Vocal records include 
some operas and operatic excerpts, 
including a complete Carmen; a 
number of oratorios including 
Messiah and Elijah; and a large 
number of folk songs and art 
songs. Among instrumental rec- 
ordings are most of the piano 
works of Chopin, most of the Bee- 
thoven symphonies, and a number 
of his other works; all the Brahms 
symphonies; and works by such 
modern composers as Ravel, Stra- 
vinsky, Bartoh, and Gershwin. Stu- 
dents are encouraged to use the 
record collection, and may check 
them out for use outside the build- 
ing by seeing Miss Fields. 

The Wrenn Memorial Library 
has an excellent selection of books 
on music. Additional scholarly 
books on music are constantly be- 
ing added to those already in the 
library. High Point now has one 
of the most complete sections of 
such books to be found in any 
college of its size.

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Eddy Stimulates Thinking 

Jerry Kennerly's letter addressed to the editor of the 
HI-PO appears on this page. 

While the HI-PO encourages most vigorously such spe- 
cific beliefs and appreciates correspondence addressed thus, 
it cannot agree wholly, and agrees only to a small extent, 
with Kennerly's statements. 

May we point out some erronous statements. First the 
statement that his sermon turned out to be a political speech 
is based on no foundation; neither Dr. Eddy nor Dr. Roz- 
zelle, in introducing the speaker, referred to his address as 
a sermon. 

The statement that Dr. Eddy leaned toward socialism 
throughout his entire address is based on only one example 
(which we accept) and therefore is only the opinion of the 
writer of the letter, which questions the veracity of Dr. 
Eddy's integrity. 

Although matters of religion depend principly on inter- 
pretations of scriptures, we feel justified in attacking Ken- 
nerly's stand on Eddy's belief in a universal church. One 
entire book in the New Testament, Philemon, is devoted to 
one central theme of brotherhood of all men. In view of this 
the simple "This seems very impractical" is somewhat weak. 

One thing Kennerly failed to point out (probably be- 
cause of failure to realize that even the more unpleasant 
things to which students are subjected often have gigantic 
results toward the ultimate in perfection) in his well-word- 
ed writing is the purpose of Dr. Eddy's speech. We like to 
feel Dr. Eddy desired desparately to stimulate the dormant 
minds of the students.

Dear Editor, , 

I am writing this letter con- 
cerning our assembly speaker of 
February 86, Dr. Sherwood Eddy.

You mean you didn't know that 
March 17 was St. Patrick's day? 

Yes, the beloved patron saint of Ireland has passed 
once again his special day of celebration. Perhaps, as 
so many legends and traditions have grown up about 
this great missionary, he might have walked abroad 
the earth once more to see a great miracle of today — 
that which has kept alive the memory of his great 
Christian works and teachings these sixteen hundred 
years.

David M. Abernathy, president , 
of the student Government Asso., ' 
editor-in-chief of the High-Pole, 
a member of Whose Who in Stu- 
dent Revolutions has been kicked 
out of High Point College an- 
nounced Arthur Bee Williams, the 
new ramrod who replaced Dennis, 
now serving with the U. S. Army 
in Fort Freeze, Alaska.

Public Safety 

The nation's traffic accident 
tolls in injury, death, and property 
damage on our highways would be 
cut tremendously if all states fol- 
lowed California's procedure to 
assure safe visibility at night. 

The National Street and Traffic 
Safety Lighting Bureau points out 
that all California freeways now 
have safety lighting as an integral 
part of the original construction 
plans. 

"This is a tremendous forward 
step," Edmond C. Powers, Light- 
ing Bureau educational director, 
says. 

"Only a few years ago, it was 
not uncommon to build a freeway, 
expressway, or highway first and 
install the lights later. 

"This was extremely costly in 
economic losses from accidents 
caused by unsafe visibility and in 
ing, running in conduit, setting 
the expense of tearing up the pav- 
poles, etc. 

"On all new freeways, it is now 
the policy in California to illumi- 
nate deceleration lanes and ramp 
outlets, ramp inlets and accelera- 
tion lanes, as well as other points 
of conflict in interchange areas. 

"Rural traffic accidents now ac- 
count for 2V£ times as many deaths 
as urban mishaps and accidents 
due to unsafe visibility due to in- 
adequate lighting arc a major fac- 
tor in this tremendous toll. 

"Engineering safe lighting into 
the original plans for new high- 
ways, rather than installing the 
lighting after the highways are 
built would greatly reduce the ac- 
cident tolls and save road con- 
struction dollars as well. 

"The procedure of designing 
lighting into original plans seems 
worthy of serious consideration of 
the present time in view of the ex- 
tensive highway construction pro- 
gram proposed for the Federal 
government in addition to those 
planned by the states."

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HPC Netmen Are Undefeated; 
Varela Captures Championship

For the fourth consecutive year the High Point College 
tennis team has won the North State Conference tennis 
championship. The HPC netmen have captured the confer- 
ence title seven times in the last eight years. 

The outstanding team, coached 
by J. F. Jones, has a record which 
holds its own compared to any set 
by other conference teams, or 
possibly any of the larger col- 
leges. This year the team took 16 
matches while losing only 1 con- 
test. The lone defeat was at the 
hands of East Tennessee, a non- 
conference foe and one of the top 
teams in Tennessee. Of the 16 
victories, 10 were in conference 
competition. 

The largest winning streak in 
the past years is currently pos- 
sessed by the team; they have 
15 straight victories to their 
credit. 
Top man on the team was Mike 
Reyes Nauela from Mexico City 
who went undefeated during the 
season. Mike won the single 
title in the North State tour- 
nament for the third time within 
the past four years. Because of 
illness, Mike did not complete 
last year. He did not lose a set 
as he won easily. His opponent 
in the finals was another High 
Pointer, Bill Huegele. 
Bill Ellen and Vincent Leong, 
HPC's representatives in the dou- 
bles, were eliminated in the semi- 
final round. 

Number two man was Vincent 
Leong, who lost only 2 out of 17 
singles. Vincent hails from Ma- 
laya and is the former Malayan 
champion of 1952. He has not 
played competitive tennis for the 
past two years. 

Bill Eller, the number three 
man, lost only 3 out of 17 single 
matches. Eller and Leong formed 
the other double team which lost 
only 1 out of 16 matches. 

Bill Huegele, who also played 
the baseball, took time off to win 
4 out of 4 single matches and 
Raymond Skidmore also won 4 
matches without losing. An inter- 
esting note on Huegele is that in 
one afternoon, he won his tennis 
match against Eller and then went 
to Guilford to pitch the baseball 
team to a 21-9 victory. 

Coach Jones believes that with 
two more good men to go along 
with Huegele, Paul Stanton, Ray 
Whicker and Elon Cook who will 
return, we will win the title again 
next year.

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Marriages In 
Colleges Are 
Increasing Fast 

With an ever-increasing num- 
ber of married students attending 
American colleges and universi- 
ties, the pattern of campus mar- 
riage started by World War II 
veterans is now becoming a per- 
manent feature of the collegiate 
scene, LIFE magazine reports in 
its current (May 23) issue. 

At first, when marriage was 
just beginning to flourish on the 
campus, it was only the seniors 
who dared take the step. Now 
juniors, sophomore and even fresh- 
men are falling in line, and the 
trend is toward more and more 
undergraduate marriages. College 
experts expect the proportion of 
married students to rise by 60 
per cent to 75 per cent in the next 
10 years. 

22 Colleges Surveyed 
A survey by LIFE of 22 U. S. 
colleges and universities shows 
that the East lags behind other 
regions in percentage of married 
undergraduates. Record is held by 
the University of Georgia where 
19 per cent of the undergraduates 
are married. As might be expect- 
ed, non-coed schools still trail the 
coeducational ones considerably. 

Probably the most startling as- 
pect of the boom in campus mar- 
riage is the accepted presence of 
increasing numbers of undergrad- 
uate wives and mothers in hte 
once maidenly atmosphere of such 
schools as Smith, with 22 married 
students this year, and Radcliffe, 
which has 60. 

Parental Subsidization 
A Hazard 

Dependence on parents is one 
of the real pitfalls of the subsi- 
dized marriage. Some parents use 
their financial support to keep 
control of the son or daughter. 
Often parental aid gives rise to 
the question of whether the young 
man or woman is primarily a son 
or husband, wife or daughter, and 
in this new and difficult situation 
there are few guideposts. Some of 
the more minor hazards peculiar 
to such marriages include the re- 
striction of free time imposed by 
marriage and the tendency to- 
wards isolation from normal cam- 
pus life. 

Unquestionably, LIFE says, 
there still remains a strong paren- 
tal prejudice against marriage 
during college days. On the other 
hand there is evidence that the at- 
titude of parents has greatly 
changed within a generation, and 
all to hte direction of taking a 
more open-minded view of campus 
marriages. 

Married Students Good 
Influence 

A good many faculty people 
have become out-and-out parti- 
sans of such marriages. A dean at 
M.I.T."* recently said, "The mar- 
ried students are a good influence 
on the college community, both 
academically and socially. They 
are a more serious group and have 
a deep feeling of responsibility." 
And an administrator at Stanford 
University commented, "I have 
known men who were just scrap- 
ing by in their studies. Then they 
got married and we never had 
another worry with them."

A roundup of rules dealing 
with the three-year starting dead- 
line for Korean GI Bill training 
was issued by the Veterans admin- 
istration. 

Under the law, veterans actu- 
ally must start their GI courses 
within three years from the date 
of their separation from the armed 
forces, in order to continue after- 
wards. 

VA said it is not sufficient for 
a veteran to file an application 
before the deadline with the in- 
tention of starting afterwards. He 
must enroll in and begin his course 
in advance of his deadline. 

Furthermore, having started in 
time, he must be in training on his 
deadline date, unless his attend- 
ance has been interrupted by the 
summer vacation or for some other 
excusable reason. 

Such an excusable interruption 
would be the up-to-12-month sus- 
pension of training allowed by the 
law. In some cases the suspension 
may last even longer, if the veter- 
an can show VA it was impossible 
to have resumed training within 
the 12-month limit. 



The Panther baseball team fin- 
ally ended their dismal season 
with 4 losses in 2 days.

Coach 
Mathis decided to give his pitchers 
a workout, and sent 3 of them to 
the hill. In the second frame, the 
High Pointers pushed a run across 
the plate, but Elon quickly came 
back with 3 in the 3rd and were 
never headed from then on. The 
last look at the scoreboard reveal- 
ed a 7-2 victory for Elon College. 

The Panthers ended up the sea- 
son with a 2-18 record. The only 
2 wins having been registered 
against the Quakers of Guilford 
College. The winning pitcher in 
both those games was Bill Hue- 
gele. The Panthers finished in the 
cellar for the second year in a row.

Section 1. All violators of this 
rule shall be caused to lose 
certain of their privileges. 

Section 2. The extent of pun- 
ishment for violators of this 
rule shall be at the discretion 
of the Judiciary Council of 
the Student Government As- 
sociation.
